Council 
jobs will 
be lost in 
£86m cuts 

HUNDREDS of jobs will 
be lost, libraries and chil¬ 
dren’s centres will close and 
millions of pounds will be 
slashed from youth services 
in Walsall. 

Walsall Council has un¬ 
veiled its controversial mas¬ 
terplan to save £86 million 
from its budget over the 
next four years. 

Bosses want to make 
savings of £29 million next 
year, with 487 jobs set to be 
axed. A further £57m will be 
cut over the following three 
years. 

Under the plans revealed 
at a press conference at 
Walsall Council House last 
night, eight of Walsall’s 16 
libraries will close, 12 chil¬ 
dren’s centres will also shut, 
as well as Walsall Museum. 

Other cost cutting meas¬ 
ures include bin collections 
becoming fortnightly in¬ 
stead of weekly, charges 
being introduced for green 
waste collections and slash¬ 
ing just over £2m from the 
youth services budget. 

Around £900,000 less will 
be spent on maintaining 
parks and green spaces in 
the borough. 

Council leader Sean 
Coughlan said it was the 
biggest budget cuts he had 
ever seen at the council. He 
said: “These are the most 
horrific budget cuts this 
council has ever faced.”

A FUNDRAISING appeal which 
launched seven months ago to help 
a six-year-old undergo a life-chang¬ 
ing operation has smashed its target 
thanks to a generous donation. 

Amber Porterfield, of Pelsall, has 
spastic diplegic cerebral palsy and has 
to use a walking frame and a wheel¬ 
chair. 

With the help of Pelsall Village 
School, where she is a pupil, Amber’s 
family launched an appeal to raise 
£60,000 for her to be treated at the 
Cerebral Palsy Centre in the St Louis 
Children’s Hospital, Missouri, next 
July. The surgery will help the young¬ 


ster, who was diagnosed when she was 
18 months old, to walk unaided. 

Events have been held across 
Walsall to help reach the goal but 
£76,000 has now been raised thanks 
to a £25,000 donation from Frankie & 
Benny’s. 

Amber’s mother Sue Kemp, aged 34, 
said: “It’s fantastic. We didn’t think 
we would do the amount we have done 
in such a short space of time. 

“I would like to thank everyone.The 
extra money will be put towards her 
after care. 

“The response we’ve had has been 
amazing. The community really got 


behind us and Frankie & Benny’s 
helped to raise this money in over 100 
of their restaurants. 

“Customers were asked for dona¬ 
tions or to donated instead of giving 
tips. 

“Knowing that she will be having 
this operation is a great feeling. She 
will eventually be able to walk and she 
won’t be in pain any more. She gets 
pain in her legs and lower back.” 

The proposed operation on her spine 
would test the nerves with electrodes 
to find which is causing the stiffness in 
her lower limbs. 

This nerve would then be cut.

THE family of a Brownhills man who 
died after being struck by a hit-and- 
run driver has called for her to face a 
more serious charge. 

Jamey Coleman, aged 24, died from serious 
head injuries after the collision with the Peu¬ 
geot driven by Bethany Ward, who later told 
the police officers she thought had hit a deer. 


He was attempting to 
cross the A5 Watling Street 
when she struck him at 
3.20am on March 30 as he 
returned from a birthday 
party at the White Horse. 

Mr Coleman, of Spring- 
hill Road, a former pupil at 
Brownhills School, died in 
hospital the following day. 

Ward, 23, was given a 
four-month suspended jail 
sentence and banned from 
driving for a year after ad¬ 
mitting failing to stop and 
failing to report an accident 
by magistrates last week. 

The Crown Prosecution 
Service (CPS) said she was 
charged with the lesser of¬ 
fences after a senior pros¬ 
ecutor reviewed the case 
and found that there was 
no physical evidence at the 
scene of the collision, no 
CCTV evidence and very lit¬ 
tle eyewitness evidence. 

After the hearing at¬ 
tended by Mr Coleman’s 
family and friends his 
mother Tracey, 51, said: “I 
am so angry. There is no 
justice for Jamey. She faces 
two motoring offences and 
walks free. 

“She can do what she 
wants, go to work and carry 
on with her life. She has 
taken that away from my 
son. Where is her remorse? 

“They said in the court 
that she was remorseful, 
but I haven’t seen it. The

sentence is really disap¬ 
pointing. It makes you lose 
faith in the police. The jus¬ 
tice system is rubbish.” 

His aunt Kirston Swann, 
36, revealed that the fam¬ 
ily were now writing to the 
CPS to appeal for Ward to 
be charged with the more 
serious charge of causing 
death by dangerous driving 
or death by careless driving. 

Restaurant worker Ward, 
aged 23, of Bentons Lane, 
Great Wyrley, was also given 
a 12-month community 
order with250 hours unpaid 
work, along with being or¬ 
dered to pay £85 costs and 
£80 victim surcharge. 

Mr Chris Loach, defend¬ 
ing, said: “She acknowl¬ 
edges that this is a tragedy 
for the family. 

CPS spokesman Vinny 
Bolina said the Colemans 
were entitled to a Victim’s 
Rights Review if they disa¬ 
greed with the prosecution. 


Fencing 
move to 
foil riders 
in park 

FENCING will be built 
around aWillenhall beauty 
spot and patrols across the 
borough are being stepped 
up as police crack down yobs 
wreaking havoc on off-road 
bikes. 

Officers say security 
needs to be tightened at 
Rough Wood Country Park 
after a spate of complaints. 

It comes as police take ac¬ 
tion else where across Wal¬ 
sall including Pheasey Park 
Farm, Bloxwich and Bentley 
after similar problems. 

Forty mopeds and quad 
bikes have been seized in 
The Lea, Blakenall, after 
neighbours said gangs were 
making their lives a misery. 

Another two have been 
seized near Rough Wood. 
Police say an inspection of 
the fencing has revealed 
it needs to be improved to 
stop the youths getting on 
the site. 

Sergeant Gurmit Nagra 
said: “We have increased 
high visibility foot patrols 
in the park and conducted 
a number of operations re¬ 
sulting in the seizure of two 
off- road motorbikes and 
three offenders being taken 
to court. A11 offenders were 
fined and motorbikes were 
confiscated by court order.” 

In Doe Bank Park, 
Pheasey, four warning no¬ 
tices have been issued .

Date set to 
reopen road 

A ROAD in Walsall which

The work is designed 
to unlock vacant industrial 
land in Darlaston and Bent¬ 
ley and create thousands of 
jobs. 
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Fuel stop is back in business for town 


A SERVICE station has reopened 
15 months after it sold its last li¬ 
tre of petrol - bucking the national 
trend which has seen 900 fuel stops 
close in the past five years. 

Ablewell Service Station in 
Walsall has been taken over by a 
family-run business which has suc¬ 
cessfully turned around four others, 
two in the Midlands. 

Owner Velautham Sarveswaran 
said: “It is good for Walsall to see 


a business reopen. If you walk 
through the streets of the town 
centre, you can see numerous shops 
that have been shut down, it’s very 
sad. Opening the service station 
again has brought new life back to 
this part of town, and it’s always 
lit which makes people feel safer. 
We’ve had a lot of local support, 
people are glad to see us.” 

The 52-year-old is a former civil 
engineer who worked on the M5 


and M6 motorways. Despite a PhD 
in civil engineering, he gave up the 
business in order to run petrol sta¬ 
tions. 

The Walsall site is his fifth, after 
establishing fuel stops in Swindon, 
Wiltshire and Boston, Lincolnshire, 
as well as Redditch and the Maypole 
in Birmingham. 

He said it was important to get 
the location and pricing right. 

The Ablewell site is currently sell¬ 


ing unleaded petrol at 125.7p a litre 
and diesel at 128.7p a litre. He said: 
“We don’t want to be greedy. We try 
and keep our prices in line with su¬ 
permarkets. We can reassure people 
we will be consistently cheaper.” 

Mr Sarveswaran, who runs the 
firm with his wife Ananthi, said: 
“This is a family business which 
also helps to keep down the costs.” 
The couple have one son who is 
presently studying for his A-levels.

Help shape 
the future 
of libraries 

A CONSULTATION on 
cost-cutting plans which 
could see five libraries in 
Sandwell being either shut, 
moved or downscaled has 
been launched. 

Sandwell Council is ask¬ 
ing for views on propos¬ 
als which cover a range 
of options from closure to 
combining services with 
community centres and li¬ 
braries being run by more 
volunteers. 

The five being reviewed 
are Hill Top, West Brom¬ 
wich, Oakham, Tividale, 
Langley, Brandhall and 
Rounds Green, all Oldbury, 
which bosses say are the 
borough’s ‘quietest’. But 
they say shutting them 
would be a ‘last resort’. 

Deputy council leader, 
Councillor Mahboob Hus¬ 
sain, said: “ We need to save 
a further £700,000 from the 
library budget over the next 
two years and must look at 
every option.” 

A decision will be made 
before the end of the year. 

Meetings will take place 
at Oakham Library on Octo¬ 
ber 24 from 5.30pm to 7pm, 
at Rounds Green Library on 
November 3, from 4.30pm 
to 6pm, at Langley Library

from the axe last year by 
the Conservative coalition 
led council but now seems 
to have had its day. 

Bin collections will be¬ 
come fortnightly and an 
annual charge of £28 will be 
introduced for green waste 
collections. Also cuts of 
£2,310,000 will be made to 
youth services. 

Council leader Sean 
Coughlan said drawing up 
a budget with so many cuts 
included had been difficult. 

He said: “ur priority has 
been to protect the most 
vulnerable people and to 
do what we can to continue 
making Walsall a good place 
to live. 

“This is a really difficult 
day. We need to make sav¬ 
ings of £86million over the 
next four years and £29m in 
our first year. We did not ex¬ 
pect to inherit a council on 
the edge of a financial cliff.” 

The 487 redundancies 
will be made between April 
2015 and March 2017. Of 
those, 112 are already va¬ 
cant posts. 

Shutting children’s cen¬ 
tres will save the coun¬ 
cil £1.8m and library 
closures will save it just over 
£500,000. Bin collections 
will become fortnightly from 
April 2016 and charges will 
be introduced for garden 
waste collections from April 
2016. 

The street cleansing ser¬ 
vice budget will be slashed 
by £1.5m. Savings in grass 
cutting, parks and grounds 
maintenance could save the 
council nearly £900,000. 

The proposals will go be¬ 
fore full council in February.

Many of the well known pieces feature in¬ 
cluding the folded cross, the Millefiori stud 
and sword pommels. 

The display will become a permanent 
gallery home to many pieces of the Hoard 
which has been on tour across the coun¬ 
try. The exhibition was developed with a 
£700,000 Heritage Lottery Fund grant to 
help display the find. 

Birmingham Museum’s director, Ellen 
McAdam, said staff were excited to have the 
new exhibition open to the public. 

“The Staffordshire Hoard is one of Bir¬ 
mingham’s most popular collections, and 
this new gallery will give visitors an even 
greater access to this unique find,” she said. 

“Last year alone, over 100,000 people 
from across the world came to see the 
Hoard at the museum, and we look forward 
to welcoming many more visitors in years 
to come.”

SO what do drivers really make of “driver awareness” 
courses, offered as an alternative to penalty points on your 
licence? You can find plenty of drivers who sing their prais¬ 
es, but then their view may be tempered by thankfulness 
at keeping a clean licence. A dissident breaks ranks to tell 
me: “I attended one of these courses and all I got from it 
was pins and needles in my bum. It was a complete waste 
of time.” He calculated that the fees paid by drivers at his 
session amounted to £2,000 per half day. The two men 
running the course insisted there was no profit, but he was 
not convinced. 

I NOTE that during the Most Secret Trial in History (the 
one about an alleged plot against Tony and Cherie Blair, 
and I may already have said too much), it emerges that 
selected journalists will be 
allowed to attend the court 
hearings and take notes, 
but not report anything, at 
least not for the time being. 
Their notebooks are solemn¬ 
ly locked away at the end of 
each day. As any hack can 
tell you, there is a grave dan¬ 
ger in this, namely the very 
brief shelf-life of shorthand. 
Like so many fine products, 
shorthand goes off. An hour 
or so after you’ve scribbled it 
feverishly into your notebook 
at 120 words per minute, it 
makes perfect sense. Leave it for six months, however, 
and it mysteriously decays and turns into mere squiggles. 
The Most Secret Trial in History may end up being even 
more secret than anyone intended. 

JAMES Lusted was born with dwarfism and stands just 
3ft 7ins, two feet shorter than his fiancee Chloe Roberts.

after the government’s envi¬ 
ronmental adviser Natural 
England said the tree man¬ 
agement work is necessary. 

Under the original pro¬ 
posals, 60 per cent of the 
trees were to be cut down. 

But after the outcry it 
was revised to 30 per cent or 
about 650 from two wooded 
areas at the nature reserve. 

Walsall Council said it 
had to comply with the re¬ 
quest from Natural England 
or risk enforcement action. 

Barrie Poxon, of the 
Brownhills Common Group, 
said: “They have started to 
chop the trees down behind 
Holland Park. Red dots have 
been marked on the ones 
that are ready for murder. 

“The clearing is being 
done section by section. 

“They are cutting down 
the pine trees that are na¬ 
tive to the common. We go 
down and check that they 
are not chopping down any 
others. Last year they re¬ 
moved a wooded area and 
they do seem to be following 
the plan. 

“The council is carrying 
out the work, but it’s Natu-

ral England that is the force 
behind it. 

“We did win a slight con¬ 
cession when the Forest 
Commission stepped in and 
said 60 per cent was too 
many and so it will only be 
30 per cent, but the commu¬ 
nity didn’t want any of them 
to be taken out in the first 
place. So the situation is still 
not satisfactory. 

“Among the issues now is 
that this is bog land and the 
whole chopping down and 
removal of the trunks and 
branches is creating a mess. 
The site is being churned 
up.” 

“We lost the battle, but 
we still have concerns be¬ 
cause as far as we are con¬ 
cerned the common is being 
decimated. It is terrible to 
see them chopping the trees 
down,” Mr Poxon added. 

Council leader Sean 
Coughlan said: “It is some¬ 
thing that has to be done 
because Natural England 
said it has to be returned to 
heathland.”

Hygiene 
warning 
to prevent 
sick bug 

RESIDENTS have been 
urged to take steps to pre¬ 
vent an outbreak of winter 
sickness bug norovirus. 

There were eight con¬ 
firmed cases across Walsall 
in September, although 
it did not cause any wide¬ 
spread closure of services. 

Health bosses have urged 
people to take steps to en¬ 
sure it is kept under control 
during the winter period. 

Councillor Ian Robertson, 
portfolio holder for health, 
said: “Good hygiene can 
help prevent the virus from 
spreading so washing our 
hands regularly and thor¬ 
oughly with soap and water 
is a simple but effective pre¬ 
caution.” 

Dr Uma Viswanathan, 
joint interim director of 
public health, added: “The 
symptoms include sickness 
and diarrhoea and the in¬ 
fection usually clears up on 
its own within two to three 
days. 

“There is no specific treat¬ 
ment and people should 
drink plenty of water to 
avoid dehydration and take 
simple pain killers for aches 
and fever. 

“Extra care should be 
taken to prevent babies and 
small children who are vom¬ 
iting or have diarrhoea from 
dehydrating, by giving them 
plenty of fluids.”

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Town site 
takes on 
people in 
help need 

A CONTROVERSIAL care 
group for people with men¬ 
tal health issues, alcohol 
and drug problems has 
moved out of its Wolver¬ 
hampton base. 

Fernbank Care in the 
Community provided sup¬ 
ported accommodation for 
single people aged 18 and 
over - many of whom have 
been through prisons and 
ended up homeless - at three 
properties in Larches Lane, 
Chapel Ash, owned by Be- 
swick Group. 

Fernbank, which had 
been based at the site since 
2002, moved all of its ten¬ 
ants out of the hostels at 
the end of August, with at 
least half of them thought 
to have been relocated to 
other premises in Wilbra- 
ham Road, Walsall. 

A spokesperson for the 
group said: “The owners 
wanted the land back so we 
had to vacate the premises. 

“We have long had a pres¬ 
ence in Walsall and that is 
now where we will be oper¬ 
ating from.” 

Fernbank has had a trou¬ 
bled past in the city, with 
complaints frequently put 
forward by residents in the 
Chapel Ash area over ser¬ 
vice users drinking alcohol 
in the streets and exhibiting 
anti-social behaviour. 

Signs bid to 
tackle racers 

HIGHWAYS officers have 
been praised for helping 
with the installation of 
speed limit signs to tack¬ 
le boy racers on a Walsall 
estate. They are being put 
on Cavendish Road and 
Stephenson Avenue, Beech- 
dale, this month.

Knife-threat robber jailed for four years 



A PROLIFIC criminal who robbed 
two terrified schoolboys has been 
locked up for four years. 

Daniel Keats struck while the 
15-year-olds were shopping in Wal¬ 
sall town centre. 

Keats, with 17 previous con¬ 
victions for 26 separate offences, 
including two street robberies, fol¬ 
lowed the pair into an alley behind 
shops and told them to hand over 
their phones on May 31, Mr David 
Lees, prosecuting, told Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court. 

The 21-year-old then ‘reinforced’ 


the order by pulling out a flick-knife 
with a 4ins blade. Mr Lees added: 
“Both boys were very frightened 
and did as he demanded.” 

Soon afterwards the defendant 
also threatened an 18-year-old shop¬ 
per who was forced to give up his 
wallet containing around £65, the 
court heard. 

By coincidence, shortly before 
the crime spree, Keats had been 
stopped by a policeman in the town 
centre in connection with an uncon¬ 
nected inquiry and had given the 
officer his name and address. CCTV 


of the street robberies, recovered in 
June, was later reviewed by the of¬ 
ficer, who recognised the defendant. 

Keats was arrested on July 20 
and later picked out at an identity 
parade by both of the schoolboys 
involved. 

Mr Jasvir Mann, defending, 
claimed Keats’ life had ‘fallen 
apart’ after he lost his job and was 
forced to leave his accommodation 
as debts started to pile up in April. 
He then ‘did what he used to do’ 
and returned to crime. 

Keats from Ingram Road, Blak- 


enall, Walsall, pleaded guilty to 
robbery, theft and possession of a 
knife. He asked for a further street 
robbery, during which cash was sto¬ 
len, to be taken into consideration. 

He was jailed by Recorder Ste¬ 
phen Thomas who told him: “These 
15-year-old boys - doubtless delib¬ 
erately targeted by you - must have 
been petrified when faced with that 
knife. You have an appalling record, 
have engaged in street robbery be¬ 
fore and on one of those occasions 
was also in possession of a flick- 
knife.”

SOMETIMES you wonder 
whether the top brass of pub¬ 
lic sector organisations such as 
the BBC have been infiltrated by 
some cutting-edge comedy act, 
whose role is to provide endless 
satirical material to make life as 
easy as possible for us column¬ 
ists. 

For example, how else could 
one explain the recent report 
that old Aunty Beeb has blown 
£200,000 of licence-payers’ 
money teaching its staff how to 
use iPhones? 

Straight away, MP Phil¬ 
ip Davies, who has turned 
BBC-bashing into something of 
an art form, was presented with 
an open goal. Predictably, he 
was quick to remark that if BBC 
staff were so stupid that they 
couldn’t use an iPhone , then 
the corporation should probably 
change its recruitment process. 
And who could argue with that? 

Except that I wouldn’t know 
how to operate an iPhone ei¬ 
ther.

Wouldn’t it be refreshing if, 
instead of sending thousands 
of young men to their deaths 
every time they had a disagree¬ 
ment, world leaders just settled 
their differences with a good 
old-fashioned fist fight, no inno¬ 
cent parties involved?

LISA O’BRIEN talks to 
brilliant caricaturist Franny 
Williams, whose artwork 
adorns the walls of his 

THEY are the big named stars 
from yesteryear who are still 
much-loved by many around 
the globe - and they are now 
appearing at a pub in the Black 
Country, as you have never 
seen them before. 

From Marilyn Monroe to Charlie 
Chaplin and Clint Eastwood, the 
caricatures showing more than a 
dozen celebrities with super-sized 
heads and tiny bodies are lining the 
walls of The Victoria pub in Walsall. 

They have been drawn by self-taught 
artist Francis Williams, of Chuckery, 
who has been visiting the pub in Lower 
Rushall Street for more than 30 years. 

And they have attracted a number of 
admirers who have commissioned him 
to draw relatives and even their beloved 
family pets. 

In the comfort of his own home in Bea¬ 
con Street, where he grew up, the father- 
of-two can spend up to 20 hours creating 
each intricate drawing. 

The 52-year-old, who has worked as an 
upholsterer for 30 years and has helped 
craft scenery for theatre shows, discov¬ 
ered his artistic talent when he was just 
four or five years old. 

He said: “I used to watch my brother 
drawing motorbikes. I liked drawing 
footballers, cricketers, Elvis and pop 
stars, then it became caricatures and 
film stars. The first caricature I did was 


of Benny Hill in 1977 but I didn’t re¬ 
ally get into caricatures until about 18 
years ago. I was down at The Victoria 
and thought it was a shame they had 
no pictures on the walls. I asked if they 
would like to see my pictures and they 
wanted my caricatures.” 

The 13 sketches hung on the walls of 
the pub, in themed sections, are avail¬ 
able to buy as framed prints for £35 to 
£45, but Mr Williams said he had also 
been getting requests to draw personal 
caricatures for people to give away as 
presents or hang in their own homes. 


The former Joseph Leckie pupil, who 
would draw portraits of his teachers 
and sketch alongside sixth formers at 
school, was also asked to create a bust 
of former Walsall Mayor Jim Lead- 
beater to welcome him into the role 
in the 1970s and was sent a letter of 
thanks from the Mayor’s parlour. 

He had been about eight-years-old 
and a pupil at Chuckery Infant and 
Junior School when a teacher first 
recognised his talent when he drew a 
picture of the lake and ducks at Wal¬ 
sall Arboretum. However the first time 


he saw his artwork displayed in a public 
place was when he visited Amsterdam 
on holiday 20 years ago. 

His gothic sketches caught the eye of 
a cafe owner who put them up around 
his shop. 

For the past 25 years, he has also 
helped to make the background scenes 
for plays at The Grange Playhouse, in 
Broadway North, Walsall, for shows 
such as Happy Families and The Rocky 
Horror Picture Show. 

Mr Williams, who has also sketched a 
caricature of his own three-year-old son, 
Bobby Williams, said the caricatures he 
draws usually take him between 15 and 
20 hours and the last personal portrait 
he did for a friend took up to 30. “I’ve 
sold a fair few prints so far, probably 10 
to 15, after people have seen them at the 
pub,” said Mr Williams, who also has a 
23-year-old daughter called Sophie. 

Imagination 

“I’ve also been commissioned around 
five times to do them for people. They 
wanted to give them away as a birthday 
present and one guy wanted one of his 
dogs. I’ve done them for friends of mine. 

“I get pictures of their face and the 
rest is my own imagination. I draw 
things to match their personalities or 
mannerisms.s.” 

Mr Williams added: “I love the old 
films. Some of them are inspirational 
figures such as Mahatma Gandhi. There 
are people I admire like Charlie Chaplin. 

“I’ve been a big fan of Elvis for many 
years and I love nature so some of my 
artworks have animals in them.”

POLITICS

IT is absolutely right that UKIP’s 
Nigel Farage should be included 
in an ITV debate between party 
leaders in the run up to the Gen¬ 
eral Election. 

But so, too, it is correct for 
there to be a head to head on 
Sky and Channel 4 between Da¬ 
vid Cameron and Ed Miliband 
without Mr Farage or Liberal 
Democrat Nick Clegg present. 
The Tory and Labour leaders 
are the only ones who stand a 
chance of being Prime Minister 
next year. 

The viewing public need be re¬ 
minded of the real heads or tails 
choice they face in at least one 
of those debates. 

What is particularly galling 
for some politicians is the plan 
of the BBC to hold a debate in¬ 
cluding Mr Clegg but excluding 
Mr Farage as well as the lead¬ 
ers of other parties, such as 
the Greens and Respect, all of 
whom like UKIP currently have 
at least one MP 

The Liberal Democrats are a 
busted flush, according to UKIP 
MEP Bill Etheridge. He said:“lf 
anything, it should be the Lib 
Dems arguing to keep their 
place in the debates, not UKIP 
arguing to be given one.” 

He has a point. The Lib 
Dems lost their deposit in no 
fewer than seven by-elections 
since 2010. There are parts of 
the West Midlands where they 
did not even bother standing in 
council elections. 

They might well be a party of 
government, but they have no 
more chance of winning a major¬ 
ity than any of the minor parties. 
As such, Nick Clegg deserves to 
be relegated to a debate with the 
minor parties. 

Better still, he and Mr Farage 
should go head to head as the 
ones whose parties the opinion 
polls indicate are currently vying 
for third place. 

There is every chance Nigel 
Farage could be as much of a 
kingmaker next year as Nick 
Clegg was in 2010. 

What their parties demand in 
exchange for their support in the 
event of a hung Parliament could 
change the future of Britain. 

IN Westminster, the Tories love 
to claim all the credit for the re¬ 
cent good news on unemploy¬ 
ment. Yet their opposition leader 
on Wolverhampton City Coun¬ 
cil suggests there are not quite 
the reasons to be cheerful there 
should be. 

Wendy Thompson is unhappy 
the city has the highest percent¬ 
age of people claiming Jobseek¬ 
ers’ Allowance and calls on the 
Labour council to do more, say¬ 
ing she does not want its recent 
business week to be dismissed 
as ‘hot air’. 

Councillor Thompson is to be 
congratulated for her willingness 
to speak truth to power, even if 
she ends up on the wrong side of 
her own party line. But if things 
do get better, something tells 
me David Cameron and George 
Osborne won’t share credit with 
Labour-run Wolverhampton City 
Council.

£3m library 
plan set to 
be halted 
over costs 


A STALLED project to build a £3 million library 
and children’s centre in Walsall is poised to 
be scrapped after the council failed to raise 
enough cash to pay for the development. 

Town hall chiefs hoped to use income from the 
sale of surplus land towards the costs of the Bentley 
Library complex. But a shortfall in the funds saw 


the scheme postponed. 

The former library in 
Queen Elizabeth Avenue 
was closed in 2006 and has 
since been demolished with 
the service currently pro¬ 
vided from a van four times 
a week. 

Voluntary group the Old 
Hall People’s Partnership 
has now offered to house a 
library facility for the area 
instead at its premises in 
Wing Close, at a set up cost 
of £115,000 to refurbish 
their building, acquire stock 
and equipment. 

Darlaston North and 
Bentley ward councillor 
Rose Burley said: “All three 
councillors are disappointed 
that we are not going to get 
the state-of- the art facility 
that everybody in the area 
had originally hoped for. 
However, we did insist that 
residents be consulted over 
the future of the provision.

“A survey was sent to 
more than 4,000 households 
in Bentley and surrounding 
areas with the result that 
people wanted a library 
service, but not necessarily 
back in the same place. 

“This plan put forward by 
the partnership will be the 
next best thing.” 

The council’s neighbour¬ 
hoods scrutiny and per¬ 
formance panel agreed to 
recommend the plan for 
approval, with regular re¬ 
views to be carried out. A 
final decision will be made 
by the cabinet committee on 
October 29. 

Residents were consulted 
over the original develop¬ 
ment and even selected 
their favourite design after 
72 architects from across 
Europe submitted bids.

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Roadworks will mean 
13-month diversions 


FOUR miles of diversions will hit 
motorists when a main route in 
Darlaston is closed for more than 
a year during multi-million pound 
road improvements. 

Bentley Mill Way, an arterial route 
for businesses in the area, near to 
Showcase Cinema, will be closed to 
drivers and pedestrians for 13 months 
from October 26. 

The route is one of four schemes that will 
be improved as part of the £26m conges¬ 
tion-busting project that received Govern¬ 
ment approval in August. The scheme aims 
to cut congestion in Darlaston and Pleck, 
creating better links to businesses includ¬ 
ing those that will be based in the Black 
Country Enterprise Zone. 

The closure of Bentley Mill Way will be 
between Darlaston Road to just north of 
the James Bridge Aqueduct. A diversion 
route will be in place but all businesses 
along Bentley Mill Way will remain open 
as normal. 

Contractor Dawnus Construction Ltd 
will widen the carriageway and install new 
traffic signals near to the 200-year-old aq¬ 
ueduct to remove the potential for head-on 
collisions. The level of the road beneath the 
structure will also be lowered to give more 
room for taller vehicles to pass through and 
reduce the risk of hitting and weakening 
the bridge. 

Traffic signals will be installed at the new 
junction between Darlaston Road and Bent¬ 
ley Mill Way with the new junction being 
created by reducing access from Cemetery 
Road and creating a new carriageway. 

A footpath will be included along the west 
of Bentley Road South and a cycle and foot¬ 
path will be installed along the east side. 

The scheme is the first of three other 
projects taking place in the area, including 
improvements to Bentley Road South and 
a widened junction at the Brown Lion junc¬ 
tion. A new roundabout will be installed at 
the junction of Bescot Road and Wallows 
Lane next summer. The entire scheme is 
expected to be completed in February 2016.

At 20 Victorian Arcade

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lecturer tells how the war was 
won by Staffordshire Brigade 


IT was a key moment in the lead- 
up to victory in the First World 
War, according to the Allied 
Commander-in-Chief and ‘the 
blow from which there could be 
no German recovery’. 

And it was delivered by thousands of 
Staffordshire soldiers who had previously 
only been trusted with routine operations. 

The 137 (Staffordshire) Brigade’s hero¬ 
ics in breaking the Hindenburg Line at Bel- 
lenglise, France is often overlooked. Now a 
military expert is attempting to redress the 
balance to make sure the soldiers get the 
recognition they deserve. 

Troops needed to get across the St Quen¬ 
tin Canal, which at some points was 6ft 
deep but also had thick mud in sections that 
had begun to dry out. 

By capturing the bridge, they could push 
back the German line to the point where 
they had no room for manoeuvre. But they 
were hampered by dense fog and fierce 
enemy attacks. Last week, Dr John Bourne,

from Burslem held a lecture entitled ‘How 
Staffordshire Won the First World War’ at 
the university campus in Stafford. 

He is a vice-president of the Western 
Front Association, a member of the Brit¬ 
ish Commission for Military History and a 
fellow of the Royal Historical Society and 
he ranks the achievements of the Brigade 
as among the greatest in modern military 
history. 

In the years before the First World War 
Staffordshire showed staunch support for 
the recently-created Territorial Force. 

The first TF division to deploy to France, 
137 Brigade suffered cruelly in the attack 
on the Hohenzollern Redoubt on October 
13, 1915, which was the worst day of the 
war for casualties in Staffordshire, and 
again at Gommecourt on July 1, 1916. 

But on September 29 the Brigade broke 
the Hindenburg Line at Bellenglise, which 


was where the German army had retreated 
to. Dr Bourne says it was ‘one of the most 
spectacular feats of arms on the Western 
Front’. 

It was described by Marshal Foch, the Al¬ 
lied Commander-in-Chief. as the ‘blow from 
which there could be no German recovery’. 

The Brigade had 4,000 men at full 
strength but the influenza pandemic had 
hit numbers. 

Dr Bourne said: “The Hindenburg Line 
was not really a line at all, it was a dense 
position full of barbed wire, machine gun 
nests, drop out points and bunkers, with 
masses of artillery. 

“The division had to cross the Riqueval 
Bridge at St Quentin and they had a pretty 
bad time of it. 

“They had very little powerful artillery 
and there was thick fog. The vast major¬ 
ity of the men could not swim so they got 
across the water by suspending a chain 
across and swinging from it. But the bridge 
was the best way to get across, though it 
was being strongly defended.” 


A key element was the capture of the 
Riqueval Bridge by a group led by Cap¬ 
tain Humphrey Charlton, a Kings Bromley 
vicar’s son. He had joined the Veterinary 
Corps, was called up to join the conflict in 
1915 and led an inspiring against the odds 
victory. 

The Brigade’s most famous leader was 
Brigadier General John Vaughan Camp¬ 
bell, who was later awarded the Victoria 
Cross for his actions during the Battle of 
the Somme in 1916 when he rallied his 
men and led them against the enemy ma¬ 
chine-guns, capturing the guns and killing 
the personnel. 

Aged 40 at the time, an image of him ad¬ 
dressing thousands of troops from the Ri¬ 
queval Bridge shows the sheer scale of the 
operation. 

The Brigade prevented the German 
troops blowing up the bridge by bringing 
down the rows of men showering them in 
a hail of machine gun fire. It meant they 
could cross the bridge and push the German 
army even further back.

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the Best of Bloxwich 


Bloxwich has its origins at least as early as the Anglo-Saxon 
period, when the place name evidence suggests it was a small 
Mercian settlement named after the family of Bloc (Bloxwich, earlier 
Blochescwic, meaning ‘Bloc’s village’). 

Some 19th-century works suggest that at one time Bloxwich was a settlement in 
the ancient manor of Wednesbury. There is no conclusive evidence for this and 
Bloxwich has since at least medieval times been associated with the manor and 
town of Walsall (which for reasons unknown does not appear in the Domesday 
Book of 1086). Bloxwich itself is however mentioned in this book under the name 
‘Blockeswich’. 

Traditionally there has been a strong rivalry between Bloxwich and Walsall with 
origins as early as the English Civil War, when Walsall was Parliamentarian in 
sympathy and Bloxwich, centre of the Foreign of Walsall, was Royalist. This situation 
was exacerbated by disputes over local taxation for the poor rate in the 17th and 18th 
centuries. 

Being part of the Black Country, Bloxwich grew rapidly in the 18th century around 


coal mining, iron smelting and various manufacturing industries, 
as part of the Industrial Revolution. Manufacturing in the area 
consisted of bridle bits, stirrups, keys, cabinet locks, plan irons, 
buckle tongues, chains and saddles. Its most famous product of 
manufacture were awl blades, which it is reputed to have surpassed 
all other places in the United Kingdom in manufacturing. In the early 
19th century, Bloxwich was still a village. Most of its inhabitants were 
employed in the newly founded mining and forging industries, as well 
as light metal working. It is also known for its canals. 

Bloxwich was heavily developed between the wars for council housing. 

Most were constructed around Blakenall Heath, as well as Harden and 
Goscote. In the 20 years which followed the Second World War, 
the Lower Farm, Beechdale and Mossley estates were also erected as council 
housing developmetns, while the southern side of Harden was developed along 
with the Rivers Estate at Blakenall Heath. Many privately owned houses, mostly in 
the Little Bloxwich area, were also constructed. In the 1990s and 2000s, many new 
housing developments have sprung up both in Bloxwich and at Blakenall Heath.

level crossing to close 


A LEVEL crossing will close 
at the end of next year as part 
of the multi-million pound 
electrification of the Chase 
Line. 

Moves to shut off the Reeves Street 
barrier crossing, which links Bloxwich 
town centre and the surrounding in¬ 
dustrial estates is expected to begin at 
the end of 2015. 

Network Rail want to remove the 
crossing as part of the £30m electrifi¬ 
cation of the rail line between Rugeley 


and Walsall. A footbridge for walkers 
and cyclists is expected to be created. 

It means the the rail line speed will 
increase from 45mph to at least 75mph 
and will allow an increased number of 
trains to use the route. 

To allow the trains to travel faster, 
and not be slowed down by a level 
crossing, the barrier is earmarked for 
removal. 

A statement from Network Rail said: 
“Work at Bloxwich level crossing is not 
due to start until the end of 2015, to be 
completed by summer 2016. We will 


continue to communicate with resi¬ 
dents and local businesses as our work 
to improve the railway in the Walsall 
area progresses.” 

It is expected the Central Drive 
bridge will be strengthened to cope 
with extra traffic. 

The track between Rugeley and 
Walsall will have to be lowered as part 
of the electrification project, leading 
to disruption for commuters. The 
work needs to be carried out to enable 
room for overhead power lines to be 
installed.

Crescent, Keats Road and 
Chaucer Road after coun¬ 
cillors approved the final 
design plans at a committee 
meeting on Thursday. 

The four-year project is 
the most significant devel¬ 
opment the housing group 
has undertaken but it has 
received objections from the 
Canal and River Trust who 
raised concerns over the im¬ 
pact the new build will have 
on the Wyrley and Essing- 
ton Canal. 

Bloxwich East councillor 
Julie Fitzpatrick raised con¬ 
cerns voiced by the Friends 
of The Lea group about the 
size of a balancing pool. She 
said: “The main concern 
of the development is the 
size of the infiltration pool 
which will be outside of the 
planning application. There

are concerns about who will 
maintain this.” 

She added: “The homes 
are needed in the area as 
part of the regeneration. We 
just need to make sure we 
get the best for the people 
who live there already and 
the best for the new com¬ 
munity in the future.” 

Bentley and Darlaston

Underhill said: “It is great 
that these plans will include 
both private and rented 
properties.” 

Keepmoat is the develop¬ 
ers behind the 235 private 
homes. Partnerships man¬ 
ager Martyn Johnson, said: 
“This is an exciting develop¬ 
ment.” 





















Rising from the ashes 
in tribute to loved ones 


FORGET about keeping 
loved ones ashes in an old 
fashioned urn on the man- 
tlepiece. 

Far more unusual ways of re¬ 
membering a late family member 
are being introduced at a funeral 
directors in the Black Country. 

Ashes are being added to oil paint¬ 
ings, certified diamonds, necklaces 
and tattoos at Co-operative Memorials 
in Walsall. 

Remains of loved ones are even 
being added to fireworks to make sure 
they go off with a real bang. 

Shayne Taylor, head of masonry ser¬ 
vices at Co-operative Memorials, said 
demand was growing for more unu¬ 
sual ways of remembering a loved one 
when they pass on. 

He said: “We arrange between 7,000 
and 8,000 funerals each year. Life¬ 
styles have changed. Years ago people 
lived within a mile of cemeteries where 
their loved ones were buried so they 
could visit the graves. 

“People are choosing these more 
unusual ways of remembering family 
members so they can keep them close 
to them at all times. It’s a little bit dif¬ 
ferent really.” 

Mr Taylor said the most popular 
way of storing ashes was still in a dec¬ 
orative urn - the more old fashioned 
method - followed by locking some¬ 
one’s ashes in a piece of jewellery. 

“People want to keep memorials at 
home which is why they go for the dec¬ 
orative urns. But jewellery is second 
most popular. It’s a very discreet way 
of remembering someone and people 
can keep their loved ones with them 
at all times. 

“There is definite growing demand 
for this. Then there’s the fireworks. 
That is something we are seeing peo¬ 
ple ask for. It costs about £300 and 
ashes can be put into four fireworks 
or one large one. Scattering ashes by

fireworks is one of the more unusual 
options. We’ve also spoken to memo¬ 
rial tattoo artists who can add ashes to 
inks they use to create a tattoo.”

Unsuitable 
homes for 
care leavers 
says report 


MANY young people leaving care are being 
placed in shabby accommodation in ‘unde¬ 
sirable’ locations, with some living in a noto¬ 
rious red-light district, it has emerged. 

Mice, broken toilets, torn carpets and holes in the 
walls were among the concerns raised by councillors 
in Walsall looking into the issue. 


Their findings feature in a 
children’s services com¬ 
mittee which is seeking to 
improve the lot of the bor¬ 
ough’s care leavers. 

In recent weeks around 
50 young people have been 
moved out of accommoda¬ 
tion deemed unsuitable and 
the contracts with the pro¬ 
viders ended. One, who was 
living among prostitutes in 
the Caldmore district, said 
she felt ‘vulnerable’. 

Committee members met 
several care leavers and also 
visited them in their homes 
to see the issues they face 
day to day. Lead member, 
Councillor Edward Hughes, 
said: “It was eye opening.” 

Their investigation has 
been praised for its thor¬ 
oughness and for seeking 
the views of the care leav¬ 
ers themselves. The insight 
they provided was ‘incredi-

bly powerful’, said Council¬ 
lor Hughes. 

A roll call in June revealed 
the council was supporting 
239 care leavers between 
the ages of 16 - 25. Of these, 
80 were 16 to 18, and 159 
were aged 18 or over. 

The working group felt 
that the minimum age for 
youngsters to leave care 
should be raised to 18. 

On the plus side, the 
group found that the work¬ 
force was much more stable 
that in previous years which 
allowed staff to build up 
good working relationships 
within their teams. 

They also heard glowing 
tributes from leavers about 
their personal advisers.

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Navara picks up more

Nissan’s versatile Navara pick¬ 
up is to benefit from a number 
of significant improvements for 
the 2015 model year. 

The latest Navara, which is launched 
at the IAA Commercial Vehicle Show 
in Hannover this week has added 
safety features, new standard equip¬ 
ment across the range, an upgraded 
interior trim and new body colours. 

Every model in the Navara range now 
has 17-inch alloy wheels and Vehicle Dy¬ 
namic Control (VDC) as standard. 

Two new metallic body colours - bronze 
and grey - have been introduced while 
new trim can be found on SE and LE ver¬ 
sions, offering not only improved look and 
feel but also enhanced quality. The overall 
objective is to deliver enhanced value to 
the features, by improving customer ben¬ 
efits of up to €800. 

Another significant introduction is the ar¬ 
rival of an SE model powered by a 144hp 
version of the familiar 2.5-litre dCi diesel 
engine. 

This engine, first seen in the fleet-orient¬ 
ed XE version launched last year, offers an 
ideal compromise between performance 
and efficiency. Delivering 144hp, it produc¬ 
es 215g/km of C02 emissions (7g/km im¬ 
provement vs 190HP) while the combined 
fuel economy is 8.21/100 kms. 

SE equipment provides a number of en¬ 
hancements over the XE model, with auto¬ 
matic air conditioning and a combined CD 


tuner with Bluetooth connectivity being the 
principal benefits. 

Additional SE specs vs the XE model 
include side airbags, chrome front grille, 
cruise control with speed limiter and driv¬ 
er seat height adjustment. Other standard 
features are remote central locking, front 
fog lamps, side steps, rear headrests and 
heated door mirrors. 

XE, SE and top LE versions are also all 
available with a 190hp version of the dCi 
engine, while the top of the range LE mod¬ 
els - accounting for around 10 per cent of 
all Navara sales - are also available with 
the smooth and potent 231 hp 3.0L V6 die¬ 
sel which is coupled to Nissan’s advanced 
seven-speed automatic gearbox. 

Premium 

LE versions have a raft of sophisticated 
equipment as standard including premium 
navigation, a reversing camera, roof rails, 
heated seats, cruise control, privacy glass, 
rain sensor and electrically folding door 
mirrors. 

A Special Version of the LE V6 goes 
even further by adding leather/alcantara 
trim, 18-inch alloy wheels, chrome touch¬ 
es and a steel bar at the front for added 
protection. 

In other respects, the MY15 Navara 
range continues as before to provide a 
mixture of comfort and style in a robust 
and hugely capable pick-up. 

Its rugged ladder-frame chassis has 
independent front suspension by double 
wishbones and coil springs.

slung leaf springs that provide excellent 
payload levels at the same time as giving 
the comfort, ride and handling expected 
from a SUV. 

A part-time four-wheel drive system 
powers the rear wheels under normal con¬ 
ditions or splits the torque 50/50 between 
front and rear axles when 4WD mode is 
engaged. 

High and low ratio modes mean out¬ 
standing levels of traction whether on or off 
road. A rear differential lock - which oper¬ 


ates only in low ratio four-wheel drive - pro¬ 
vides further help should a rear wheel lose 
traction on slippery surfaces. Control is via 
a rotary switch conveniently located on the 
centre console. 

“The provision of VDC across the entire 
Navara range is a important bonus for all 
Navara drivers, while the arrival of the new 
144hp SE version will have significant ap¬ 
peal to fleet operators and owner/drivers 
alike,” said Sebastien Viet, chief marketing 
manager Nissan LCV BU.

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Kia aims 
to sell 
its Soul

Kia’s still got Soul. In fact it’s back with a 
second generation version of its cubic little 
supermini-MPV. 

The second generation Kia Soul is a much-im¬ 
proved proposition. 

Granted, it needed to be to avoid being left behind in a 
market sector stuffed with talented rivals, but in becoming 
bigger, much better finished, with slicker suspension and 
better refinement, Kia has equipped the Soul for success. 
As before, it offers a trendiertake on supermini motoring. 

The original Kia Soul was a great example of a car that 
looked great on paper but didn’t really cut it when you got 
behind the wheel. It didn’t ride very well, it wasn’t packaged 
as cleverly as it should have been and the interior design 
never lived up to the bold promise of that cubist exterior. Kia 
as a company has come a long way in recent years and it 
doesn’t have room on its books for a nearly car, so to that 
end, the Soul has been replaced with a second generation 
model that’s new from the ground up. 

Well, perhaps that’s a mild exaggeration, as it shares its 
chassis with the Kia cee’d but anyone who’s driven a cee’d 
will appreciate that this promises good things. The Soul 
didn’t sell too badly but it could have made a much bigger 
impact. Kia’s confident that this current car will catch up and 
then some. 

Where the old Soul had a jarring ride, moribund steering 
and poor refinement, the MK2 model aims to offer a much 
more involving drive. A modified version of the cee’d chassis 
is tasked with improving the Soul’s ride and handling. The 
front subframe utilises four bushings to improve refinement 
and reduce harshness. The shock absorbers on the torsion 
bar rear suspension have been turned vertically and length¬ 
ened, allowing for more suspension travel and improved 
ride comfort. The front suspension and steering box have 
also been altered to improve stability, lend better balance 
and yield benefits to on-centre steering feel. 

The engines comprise 1.6-litre petrol and diesel engines 
and a choice of six-speed manual or automatic transmis¬ 
sions. Both engines are carried over from the outgoing mod¬ 
el, but have been tweaked to offer improved efficiency and 
more competitive emissions. 

Kia has quite sensibly not fiddled too much with the most 
successful part of the Soul - its exterior styling. It’s still the 
same block-shaped profile that works well, this time updat¬ 
ed with some cleverer detailing. Much of this has been influ¬ 
enced by the 2012 Track’ster show car, including the large 
trapezoidal lower air intake, the location of the available fog 
lights and the reworking of Kia’s signature grille, while the 
“floating” body colour panel inset into the boot has its roots 
based in the Track’ster as well. 

Broadened 

Combining a longer 2,570mm wheelbase (up 20mm), 
overall width that’s broadened to 1,800mm (increased by 
15mm) and the same overall height of 1,61 Omm adds a more 
aggressive edge to the MK2 Soul’s appearance. The interior 
benefits from soft-touch materials on the instrument panel, 
centre console and door panels. Finishes like soft-grain 
leather and piano-black trims are also available. The Soul 
now benefits from a larger cabin with incremental increases 
in front leg room (1,090mm, 20mm more than the previous 
Soul), rear leg room (up 5mm to 993mm), front headroom 
(increased 5mm to 1,006mm) and front seat shoulder room 
(up 7mm to 1,410mm). This improved Soul also offers a 
13mm lower hip point and a step-in height that’s reduced 
5mm, allowing for even easier ingress and egress. Overall 
cargo capacity is increased from 340 to 354-litres with the 
rear seats in place. 

Prices for this Soul are still affordable, starting at well un¬ 
der £13,000 for the entry-level 1.6-litre GDI petrol variant. 
You’ll need around £16,500 for the least pricey 1.6 CRDi die¬ 
sel. Beyond the stripped-out ‘start’ variant, the bulk of the 
range is based around Connect, Connect Plus, Mixx and 
Maxx trim levels. All models get a DAB radio, Flex Steer 
variable power-assisted steering, coloured-keyed bumpers, 
power windows and mirrors, air conditioning, USB and AUX- 
in ports and six airbags. 

Further up the range, there are features like a premium 
Infiniti sound system, a reversing camera, sat nav and front 
speaker mood lighting, plus the contrasting roof colour and 
door mirror casings that will really set your car apart. The 
top Soul Maxx gets a huge panoramic glass roof, leather 
upholstery and smart key entry. 

The Soul’s engine efficiency has always been very good, 
though the figures have dropped a little over what was on of¬ 
fer before, presumably due to this improved model’s slightly 
greater weight. The 1.6 GDI petrol engine makes 41,5mpg 
and 158g/km of C02, while the 1.6 CRDi diesel registers 
56.5mpg and 132g/km, which falls to 47.1 mpg and 158g/km 
in the automatic version. 

Residual values for the Soul have always stood up fairly 
well and that has helped to put a cap on the overall pence 
per mile figure when running one. Couple that with low in¬ 
surance ratings and Kia’s excellent seven year/100,000 mile 
warranty and it all should result in a car that’s not going to 
put a huge dent in the family budget. 
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Pulsar looks like business

Nissan re-enters the family 
hatchback sector with the Pul¬ 
sar, a somewhat conservative 
alternative to its extrovert cross¬ 
overs like the Juke. 

The engine range is limited but will 
expand with sportier models coming 
on stream. It’s early days yet but the 
omens appear very promising. 

Almost a decade ago, Nissan did some¬ 
thing radical, something that’s never been 
done by a mass market car manufacturer 
before. It abandoned the traditional gen¬ 
res of family hatches and medium range 
saloons, ditching the Almera and Prime- 
ra models and concentrated instead on 
crossovers and SUVs. Cars like the mas¬ 
sive-selling Qashqai and the Juke became 
Nissan’s bread and butter and many other 
manufacturers scrambled to copy Nissan’s 
model of success. 

You can probably guess what happens 
next. Just as everyone else jumps ship to 
flood the market with lookalike crossovers, 
Nissan has decided to go back to the mar¬ 
ket it last served with the rather forgettable 
Almera. This time it revives an old name . 

The Pulsar has been fitted with an all-tur¬ 
bocharged range of engines, as is the 
current vogue, largely carried over from 
the Qashqai range. Petrol buyers don’t 
get a lot of choice as its stands with just 
a downsized 115PS 1.2-litre DIG-T engine 
available, although dealers will take orders 
for the 190PS 1.6-litre DIG-T that’s proven 
popular in the Juke. Choose diesel, as 
most UK buyers in this class do, and you 
get to select between a HOPS 1.6-litre 
diesel and, well, that’s it. Where the diesel 
is solely offered with a six-speed manual 
transmission, the petrol engine comes 
with the choice of a manual or a six-speed 
Xtronic automatic gearbox. 

Nissan hasn’t done anything too radical 
to the styling of the Pulsar. It’s almost as if 
they want to re-enter the market quietly, ap¬ 
pealing to more conservative buyers who 
couldn’t picture themselves behind the 
wheel of a Juke or a Qashqai. 

The Barcelona-built Pulsar features in¬ 


stantly recognisable Nissan hallmarks like 
the V-motion grille and boomerang-shaped 
lighting signature with bold and energetic 
curves on the body side. It features some 
bold surfacing on the flanks although there 
are aspects of the rear end that are quite 
Corolla. 

The interior features higher quality ma¬ 
terials than we’ve seen on Nissan hatches 
to date, and there seems to have been a 
concerted effort to create a common look 
and feel across typefaces and grains on 
the dash. Thanks to the longest wheel¬ 
base in the class at 2,700mm, the Pulsar 
offers considerably more rear legroom and 
shoulder room than its sector rivals. 

The entry level Visia is priced from 
£15,995 and gets a strong standard equip¬ 
ment count including a 5” colour screen, 
steering wheel mounted controls, Blue¬ 
tooth and air conditioning. Step up to the 
Acenta model and another £1,700 or so 
nets you added extras like Forward Emer¬ 
gency Braking, automatic lights and wip¬ 
ers and Nissan’s ingenious i-Key system. 
The n-tec versions adds 17” alloys, privacy 
glass and Nissan’s signature LED lights. It 
also offers a colour reversing camera and 
NissanConnect 2, an infotainment system 
offering full smartphone integration, Goog¬ 
le Send-to-Car and access to a wide vari¬ 
ety of apps. 

At the top of the range is the Tekna, 
priced from £20,345, which gets further 
Nissan Safety Shield Technologies includ¬ 
ing Forward Emergency Braking, Moving 
Object Detection, Lane Departure Warning 
and Blind Spot Warning for the ultimate in 
passenger protection. Even the entry level 
model is well kitted out for safety equip¬ 
ment with six airbags, wheel-mounted 
audio controls, a tyre pressure monitoring 
system, anti lock brakes backed up by 
electronic brakeforce distribution, and a 
stability control system that also include 
Nissan’s Active Trace Control, which keeps 
you from deviating from your steered path. 

We suspect that this will be a toe in the 
water for Nissan with more charismatic 
NISMO performance models slated for fu¬ 
ture release. It’s been a long time coming 
but the Pulsar looks as if it means busi¬ 
ness.

DEAN SMITH has warned Walsall’s failing 
players to change their attitudes or face the 
exit. 

The Saddlers boss declared he is not 
afraid to wield the axe and move certain 
players out unless they start taking greater 
responsibility. 

Saturday’s 1-0 home defeat to Crewe saw 
the Saddlers slide into the bottom four and 
a concerned Smith believes some players 
have been too quick to give in when faced 
with adversity. 

“I said last week the players need to take 
more responsibility and I have told them

that,” said the manager. “Sometimes I feel 
there is an acceptance and I have told play¬ 
ers before and I have told them this week if 
I see the continuing acceptance from some 
players they will be moved out. 

“That is the way football works.” 

When asked to qualify what he meant by 
‘acceptance’ Smith added: “I felt we gave 
the ball away cheaply and there was an ac¬ 
ceptance we gave the ball away, instead of 
a reaction to go and win it back. I always 


say it is the behaviour of the modern player. 

“Mistakes will always happen but it is the 
way you react to it and sometimes our reac¬ 
tions have not been good enough.” 

Smith will demand an instant response 
when the Saddlers visit fellow strugglers 
Crawley and he is hoping top scorer Tom 
Bradshaw will be back from a hamstring 
problem in time to feature. 

The Saddlers have taken just one point 
from four games without their top scorer 
and Smith agrees they look a different 
side with him in it. In a Saturday’s match 
against Crewe the game was almost over be¬ 


fore the Saddlers put together a meaningful 
strike. The side were booed as they left the 
field and Smith is coming under pressure 
from the fans. 

“If I analyse it, we have not done as well 
without him,” he said. “The games he has 
played we have normally played well. 

“The ones where we haven’t played so 
well is where we have missed his energy up 
front and his know-how.” 

Paul Downing should recover from a sick¬ 
ness bug in time to return, while an exten¬ 
sion to Andy Butler’s loan deal should be 
sealed this week at the latest.
